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NOTES AND QUERIES. 


Buck-Haven and the Buccaniers,— 
Whether the allusion to Buccaniers in the 
following has reference to the West India 
Buccaniers, or whether it is only a “‘ Merry 
Andrew ” invention might be made a fruit- 
ful subject of enquiry. The source from 
which the account is taken is, perhaps, not 
very reliable, being a chap book with the 
following title; Lhe Ancient and Modern 
History of Buck-Haven in Fifeshire, etc. 
By Merry Andrew at Tamtallon. Glas- 
gow: 1817. 


‘Amongst several ancient records, this Bucky 
is not mentioned : There was a set called Buccan- 
iers, who were pirates, that is to say, sea-robbers, and 
after a strict search for that set of sea-robbers, they 
dispersed; what of them escaped justice in the 
southern climate, are said to have sheltered at or 
near Berwick upon Tweed. After a smart battle 
among themselves, they divided and, ’tissaid, the par- 
ty who gained this Bucky-battle, fearing the Eng- 
lish law to take place, set northward, and took up 
their residence at Buck-haven, so called, not only 
from the great quantity of Buckies that are found in 
and about that place; but on account of the battle 
they had with their neighbours at Berwick when they 
divided, which was then called bucking one another, 
but is now named boxing or fighting. Another par- 
ty of these Buckers settled in another town, north- 
ward of Banff, called Bucky, near the river Spey. 
which is a large sea-town; but among all the sea- 
towns in Scotland, the fishers still retain a lan- 
guage quite different from the people in the country, 
and they, almost all shift the letter H, and use O 
instead thereof, which no country-people do in 
Scotland but themselves. There is a corruption of 
speech in every country over all Britain, and like- 
wise they use different tones and ways of pronoun- 
cing words from others, even some in the South of 
Scotland can hardly be understood by those in the 
North, though both pretend to speak English, and 
have a liberal part of education: but since learning 
is now easy to be obtained, ignorance and corruption 
of speech are greatly decreased. 

In the county of Fife, on the sea-coast, there 
stands a little town, inhabited by few but fishers, 
called Bucky-harbour, because of the sea buckies 
and shells to be found so plenty on the rocks, in and 
about that place. There is little mention made of 
this town by historians to know its original extrac- 
tion and antiquities. but in their own burgess-ticket, 
which was part of it perfect truths but more of it by 
way of lampoon: This ticket was dated the two 
and thirty day of the month of Julius Caesar; their 
coat of arms was two hands gripping each other over 
a Scate’s rumple; their oath was, “I wish the de’il 
my tak me an I binna an honest man to you, and 
ye binna de like to me.” An article of good 
neighbourhood they had, whoever was first up in a 


good morning was to raise all the rest to go to sea, ° 


but if a bad morning, they p—— and lie down 
again till break of day, then raise Wise Willy who 
could judge the weather by the biowing of the wind. 

Among these people were said to be one Tom and 
his two sons, who were fishers on the Coast of Nor- 
way, and in a violent storm were blown over and got 
ashore at Bucky-harbour, where they settled, and 
the whole of his children were called Thomsons., 
This is a historical saying, handed down from one 
generation to another, So in the course of time 
they grew up and multiplied, that they soon became 
a little town by themselves; few of any other name 
dwelt among them, and were all called the Thom- 
sons; they kept but little communication with the 
country people, for a farmer, in those days, thought 
his daughter cast awa if she married one of the 
fishers of Bucky-harbour,” etc.

Snakes Antipathy to Fire.—— There is 
in Brazil a very common poisonous snake, 
the Surucucu (Trigonocephalus rhombeat- 
us), respecting which the Matutos and Ser- 
tanejos, the inhabitants of the interior, re- 
late the following facts. They say that such 
is the antipathy of this reptile to fire, that 
when fires are made in the clearing away of 
woods, they rush into it, scattering it with 
their tails till it is extinguished, even becom- 
ing half roasted in the attempt; and that 
when an individual is passing at night with 
a torch, they pass and repass him, lashing 
him with their tails till he drops it, and the 
snake is immediately found closely coiled 
round the extinguished torch. The greatest 
enemy of this snake is an immense Lacertian, 
five and six feet long, the Tiju-acu (the 
great lizard—its name in the Lingoa geral) : 
it is said that when the snake succeeds in ef- 
fecting a bite, the lizard rushes into the 
wood, eats some herb, and returns to the 
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conflict, which almost invariably terminates

Sir Walter Raleigh in Virginia.—|\ re- 
member having read, some time ago, a state- 
ment in the public prints, to the effect that 
the popular belief, as to Sir Walter Raleigh 
having visited Virginia, was unfounded: the 
fact being, that he had projected such a 
voyage, and that the vessels equipped by 
him for that purpose had actually reached 
that country ; but that the illustrious voya- 
ger, himself, was prevented by some circum- 
stance from conducting the exhibition. This 
statement seems to have been elicited by 
one of the subjects proposed for the decora- 
tions of the new Houses of Parliament, 
namely, “Sir Walter Raleigh landing in 
Virginia,” and the idea was exploded with 
so much assurance that I had ceased to give 
it any credence. [I find, however, in Hal- 
lam’s Literature of Europe, 2d edition, 
vul, ill. p. 179., that the fact of Sir Wal- 
ter’s having been in Virginia is relied apon 
by that historian, in the following passage : 


* Harriott, the companion of Sir Walter Raleigh 
in Virginia, and the friend of the Earl of Northum- 
berland, in whose house he spent the latter part of 
his life, was destined to make the last great discov- 
ery in the pure science of algebra,” 


Are there any data to support Mr. Hal- 
lam’s opinion? Such is his general accura- 
cy, that few would be disposed to question 
any statement deliberately put forward by 
him. In this instance, however, he may 
have adopted, without inquiry, the tradi- 
tion which has been current for the last two 
hundred and fifty years,

Sir Edmund Ployden or Plowden.—\ 
am desirous of obtaining information respec- 
ting Sir Edmund Ployden or Plowden, who, 
(according to a tract published at Middle- 
burg in Holland, in 1648, by a writer sign- 
ing himself ‘‘ Beauchamp Plantagenet’) re- 
ceived a grant of land from the crown of 
England, covering portions of the present 
states of Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, and New York. Of this pro- 
vince, which was called New Albion, the 
grantee was “‘ Lord Proprietor,” ‘ Earl Pa- 
latine,” ‘‘ Governor,” and ‘Captain Gen- 


eral.” Your ass'stance I venture to ask, as 
this is a matter of historical interest here.

Plowden.—From Burke’s Landed Gentry, 
1846, under ‘‘ Plowden of Plowden.” (a. p. 
1194), it would appear that Edmund was of 
Wansted, Hampshire, and ancestor of the 
Plowdens of Lassam, Hants, and that he 
“* was styled in his will, July 29, 1655, Sir 
Edmund, lord earl palatine, governor, and 
captain general, of the province of New 
Albion.” I would suggest to your Trans- 
atlantic readers the interest that would be 
derived form a compilation of surnames in 
the United States; and in cases where it 
can be ascertained, the date of introduction, 
position of first immigrant, ancestry, and de- 
scendants. The names and subsequent his- 
tory of those families who remained loyal 
during the American Revolution, are worthy 
of record; most of whom have, I believe, 
prospered in the world since the confiscation 
of their property. 

The names of the followers of William 
the Conqueror are often alluded to; but the 
“* comers over” at the conquest of Wales, 
Scotland, and Ireland are but seldom thought 
of, though they lend to their descendants’ 
pedigree a degree of historical interest.

Sir Edmund Plowden or Ployden.—For 
the infermation of your correspondent A 
TransaTtantic Reaper, I beg to inform 
him that Sir Edmund Plowden, or Ployden, 
was 2d son of Francis Plowden of Plowden, 
Saiop, and Shiplake in Berks : a family which 
can claim its descent from the Saxon kings 
of England ; and by a Saxon charter, grant- 
ing lands in Salop to the family, that the 
family had large estates in that remote pe- 
riod. The Saxon derivation of the name 
(from the Saxon Plean deen, or kill the 
Dane) alone shows the great antiquity of 
the family ; and there are few, if any, fami- 
lies in England who have retained their an- 
cestral property so direct in the male line as 
this family. It is also connected with some 
of the oldest and noblest families in Eng- 
land—the Howards and Staffords are allied 
to this family by intermarriages. In the 


reign of Richard I. Sir Roger de Plowden 
was a crusader; and for his heroic conduct 
at the siege of Acre, was knighted, and also 
permitted by the king to bear on his shield 
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the royalarms, the fleur de lis, which is re- 
tained to this day. _In g Edward IIL., John 
de Plowden was by parliamentary writ, 
signed at Clopstow sth March, called to 
parliament as one of the lords of the town- 
ship of Plowden, Salop. Edmund Plowden 
the great lawyer in Edw. VI. and Eliza- 
beth’s reigns, who was in those times called 
the oracle of the law, was enrolled among 
Fuller’s Worthies of England, with Cam- 
den’s latin verses on him: “‘ Vitz integrita- 
ti inter homines suz professionis nulli se- 
cundus.” 

He was offered by Elizabeth, whose auto- 
graph letter was until recently in the posses- 
sion of the family, the Lord Chancellorship 
of England, with a peerage, if he would 
give up his creed as Catholic and turn Pro- 
testant; which he declined, preferring to 
abide by his moral convictions of the truth- 
fulness of what he deemed his faith to 
worldly honor and aggrandisement. Sir 
Edmund died at Wanstead, county of 
Southampton, 1659; and in possession of 
large estates in eleven parishes in England, 
besides his American province of New Al- 
bion. ‘To each of these parishes he leaves 
by his will of 1655 a sum of money to be 
paid “‘eight days after his demise, and di- 
rects to be buried in the chapel of the Plow- 
dens at Lydbury, in Salop; a stone monu- 
ment, with an inscription in brass bearing 
the names of his children, and another with 
his correct pedigree as drawn out at his 
house at Wanstead.” He appears to have 
gone to America about the year 1620, and 
remained there, in Virginia and New Eng- 
land, till about 1630. While there, his 
sister Ann was married to Sir Arthur Lake, 
son of Sir Thomas Lake, then Secretary of 
State to James I. ; and through whose influ- 
ence, we presume, on his return to England 
he was introduced to the great Lord Straf- 
ford, with whom it is believed he proceeded 
to Ireland; for in the Heralds’ visitation of 
Salop, 1632, (vide Sims’ H. Vist., Brit. 
Mus.,) he is entered in the Plowden pedigree 
as being then in Ireland. By the Strafford 
State Papers it appears that in this year he 
made petition to Charles I. through Lord 
Strafford, then Lieut. and Capt -General of 
Ireland, for the colonising of New Albion : 


‘Near the continent of Virginia, sixty leagues N. 
from James City, without the Bay of Chesapeake, 
there is a habitable and fruitful island, named Isle 
Plowden, otherwise Long Isle, with other small isles 
between 30° and 40° of lat., about six leagues from 
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the main, near De la Warre Bay, whereof your 
Majesty, nor any of your Progenitors, were ever 
possessed of any estate, &c. . . . to enable the peti- 
tioners, their heirs and assigns, for ever to enjoy the 
said Isle, and forty leagues square of the adjoining 
continent, as in the nature of a County Palatine or 
Body Politick, by the name of New Albion, to be 
held of your Majesty’s Crown of Ireland, exempt 
from all appeal to the Governor of Virginia, and 
with such other additions, privileges, and dignities 
therein, to be given to Sir Edmund Plowden, like 
has been heretofore granted to Sir George Calvert, 
Knight, late Lord Calvert, in Newfoundland, together 
with the usual grants and privileges that other Colo- 
nies have for governing, &c., and we agree to settle 
with 500 inhabitants.’” 


The king’s warrant was given at Oatlands 
24th July, 1632, granting the whole asked 
for, under the Great Seal of Ireland, signed 
by John Coke. Between this period and 
1634, Sir Edmund was engaged in fulfilling 
the conditions of the warrant by carrying 
out the colonisation by indentures, which 
were executed and enrolled in Dub.in, and 
St. Mary’s in Maryland in America. In 
Dublin the parties were Viscount Musherry, 
100 planters; Lord Monson, 100 planters; 
Sir Thomas Denby, 100 planters; Captain 
Clayborne (of American notoriety) 50; 
Captain Balls ; and amounting in al] to 540 
colonisers, beside others in Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, and New England. The parties who 
joined in the petition were Sir John Law- 
rence, Knight and Baronet, who died in 
America; Sir Bowyer Worstley, Knight, 
and Charles Barrett, Esq.—both died there 
in 1634; George Noble, Gent., Thomas 
Ribread, Roger Packe, William Inwood, 
and John Trustler. Having completed the 
conditions he was granted a charter, bearing 
date Oatlands, 21st June, 1634; and en- 
rolled in Dublin in 17 pages folio; and con- 
firmed 24th July, 1634, in the eighth year 
of the reign of Charles I., running thus : 


** And according to the tenour and effect of cer- 
tain of our letters, signed with our proper hand, and 
sealed with our seal now enrolled in the Rolls of our 
Chancery of the said Kingdom of Ireland, We have 
given, granted, and confirmed, and by this our pres- 
ent Charter, for Us, our heirs, and successors, do give, 
grant, and confirm such the before said Sir Edmund 
Plowden, Knight, his heirs and assigns, for ever, all 
that entire island near the continent of Terra Firma 
of North Virginia, called the Island of Plowden, or 
Long Island, and lying near and between the 39° 
and 40° of N. lat.; together with part of the con- 
tinent or Terra Firma aforesaid near adjoining, de- 
scribed to begin from the point of an angle of a 
certain promontory called Cape Cod, from thence to 
the westward for the space of 40°, running by the 
river Delaware, closely following its course by the 
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N. lat. into a certain rivulet there arising from a 
spring of Lord Baltimore in the lands of Maryland, 
and the summit aforesaid to the south, where it 
touches, joins, and determines in all its breadth, from 
thence takes its course into a square leading to the 
north by a right line for the space of 40° to the 
river and port of Reachu Cod, and descends to a 
savannah, touching and including the top of Sand 
Bay, where it determines, and from thence towards 
the south by a square, stretching to a savannah 
which passes by and washes the shores of the Plow- 
den aforesaid to the point of the promontory of Cap, 
May above mentioned, and determines where it 
begins.” And p. 4 continues: ‘* Therefore Wee 
for Us, our heirs, and successors, do give unto the 
aforesaid Sir Edmund Plowden, and his heirs and 
assigns, free and full power graciously to confer 
favours and honours upon the well-deserving citizens 
and inhabitants within the province aforesaid with 
whatever titles and dignities he shall choose to deco- 
rate them with (in such a manner as they may but 
now be usurped in England), and to cut and stamp 
different pieces of gold such as shall be lawful, cur- 
rent, and acceptable to all the inhabitants; and We 
command all, and enjoin other things to be done in 
the premises which to him or them shall be seen to be 
proper, in as free and ample a manner and form as 
by the Society of Newfoundland and East Indies 
Island of Bermuda, Bishop of Durham within the 
Bishoprick or County Palatine of Durham; or Lord 
Baltimore within his lands and premises of Maryland 
and Glastonbury ; or James Earl of Carlisle within 
the island of St. Christopher and Barbadoes ; or any 
other Governor or Founder of a Colony,” 


In fact, the powers granted were never 
exceeded by any former charter of the 
Crown: they were all but regal. Under 
this charter a lease, enrolled in Dublin, was 
granted by Lord Plowden in 1634 to Sir 
Thomas Danby for 10,000 acres, and a 
release, dated zoth Dec. 1634, sealed and 
signed at St. Mary’s, Maryland, and wit- 
nessed by Vall Havord and Richard Benham, 
by R. Packe for zoo acres; T. Ribread, 
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100; W. Inwood, 100; and John Trustler, 
100; segregating 500 acres in trust for the 
** Earl of Albion, when they deliver up their 
claims or trusts in consideration for this grant 
of land; and confirmed unto Lord Francis 
Plowden, son and heir of Sir Edmund Plow- 
den, Earl Palatine, and George and Thomas 
Plowden, two of the sons of the said Sir 
Edmund, Earl Palatine.” Sir Edmund 
Plowden resided with his wife and family as 
Governor of New Albion six years; his 
eldest son, Francis, and Lady Plowden, 
returned to England to look after his father’s 
estates in his absence: but Francis so abused 
the confidence reposed in him, as to oblige 
the Governor to return to England (leaving 
his sons George and Thomas as his locum 
tenens.) On his arrival he was incarcerated 
in the Fleet Prison on a base charge emana- 
ting from his son, from which he was released 
by order of the Peers Committee, House of 
Lords ; and likewise involved in a lawsuit to 
recover certain estates sold by his son, which 
cost him .15,000/. before he was clear. 
This unnatural and illegal conduct induced 
him to disinherit his son Francis; for, in 
the 15th of Charles I., ist June, 1646, Sir 
Edmund obtained license from the Crown 
to alienate from his son the manors of Wan- 
stead, Southwick, and many others in the 
county of Southampton, as is enrolled in the 
Rolls Chapel. By his will, in the Preroga- 
tive Court of Canterbury, London, Sir Wm. 
Mason was in trust for Sir Edmund’s second 
son and heir, Thomas Plowden; and also 
for the New Albion colony. And the will 
proceeds.

Eprrarxs from the Old Burying Ground 
in Dorchester, Massachusetts Boston High- 
lands; 1869. 8vo, 21p. , 

The old burying ground at Dorchester, is 
said to contain the most ancient tomb-stone 
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inscriptions in the United States, those at 
Jamestown, Va., alone being excepted. It 
is to be regretted that its most ancient tomb- 
stone, like the body it contained, has long 
crumbled into dust. The first burial was in 
1638, four years after the laying out of the 
yard. The oldest stone standing, bears the 
date 1644. The principal epitaphs are of 
William Stoughton, Governor of the Pro- 
vince of Mass., and John Foster, an early 
New England printer. Others are of local 
fame. 

This plan of preserving epitaphs, long af- 
ter they have perished in marble, is to be 
commended. A similar record of all the 
quaint, curious and remarkable epitaphs to 
be found in different cemeteries of the Uni- 
ted States, would be a valuable contribu- 
tion to antiquarian literature. 

While we are on epitaphs it may not be 
out of place to quote the following inscrip- 
tion on a tomb-stone, in San Diego, Cal. : 

“This year is sakred to the memory of 
William Henry Skaken, who came to his 
death being shot with Colt’s revolvers—one 
of the old kind; brass mounted—and of 
such is the kingdom of Heaven.” 

Apropos to books and bibliomania, the 
following : 


Here lies the body of a bibliophile, 
Worm-eaten copy of mortality; 

He left his books on earth awhile, 
Tosee the Book of Immortality.
